These events 
are part of the festivities set for the 
seventh Clarke-Loras Homecoming 
celebration, which this year focuses 
on the Bicentennial. 

The festivities begin tomorrow 
evening, October 10, with ‘The 
Rally of the Minutemen,” a pep 
session in the Loras Fieldhouse. The 
happenings continue throughout the 
weekend and culminate in a concert 
celebrating the tenth anniversary of 
the Clarke-Loras Singers to be given 
by present and former ‘‘Singers”’ on 
Sunday afternoon. 


Sandwiched between these events 
are the parade, the football game, 
meetings, dinners, parties, dances 
and many reunions with classmates.

A faculty- 
basketball team duel concluded the 
season with the faculty snatching 
the win in last second action, with a 
39-37 victory. At the end of the 
season it was clear that fun- 
damentals and teamwork were 
starting to jell. Basketball had 
become a reality on the Clarke 


campus. 
Since then, the Clarke basketball 
team has made substantial 


progress. The Clarke squad will be 
wearing new uniforms in accord 
with the latest athletic styles, thanks 
to the CSA who ran a benefit party to 
help raise money for these uniforms. 
As Sister Jayne says, ‘‘They’re 
really neat!” 

The schedule for the upcoming 
season consists of approximately 20 
games, including two tournaments. 
The first tourney is Dec. 12-13 at St. 
Ambrose in Davenport, the second 
in January at Drake University in 
Des Moines. The first seasonal game 
is on Nov. 21 with Drake at home (a 
gym in Dubuque). Then, on Nov. 22, 
Clarke challenges UNI at home. 
This year, Clarke students are 
admitted to games free. 

The outlook of this year’s team is 
very promising. People are getting 
in shape and becoming anxious to 
begin. There is a large number of 
freshmen who have shown interest 
and who have played competitively 
in high school. This will be a definite 
advantage, making the team more 
advanced in its level of playing 


ability. Practicing fundamentals 
will still be a must, but it will consist 
of more polishing than learning. 

A problem may develop due to 
height. The offense will be more 
dependent on the entire team in 
comparison to last year’s center- 
oriented offense. Hopefully, the 
installation of a basketball hoop in 
CBH basement (due to the lack of 
gym area at Clarke) will counteract 
this problem. With the opportunity 
to practice right on campus, which is 
encouraged, the individual will be 
able to develop her shooting eye. 
Thus, there will be a higher degree 
of depth on the bench. 

The Clarke basketball team is co- 
coached. Charlie Ellis has coached 
high school boys in Ohio, and Sister 
Jayne Zenaty has coached 
basketball for two years in Kansas. 

As we talked, Sister Jayne gave 
her opinion of basketball at Clarke, 
“T feel the opportunity to compete is 
extremely important in the 
development of a person. I hope 
those who are interested will go out 
for the team. Even if they don’t 
make it, we need support and help in 
many ways. The basketball team is 
made up of not just five players on 
the floor but managers, publicity 
and school support.” 

Basketball practice will begin the 
week of Oct. 20, so let’s hope that all 
interested will ‘‘charge”’ right in and 
give it a ‘‘free shot.”” Remember:

But here at Clarke 
we are fortunate to have Mrs. Jeanne 
Golinveax on our staff, a friendly, giving, and 
concerned woman. Many students and faculty 
members already know her and as her new 
acquaintance I would like to share some of 
her thoughts with you. 

Jeanne, a Clarke alumna, began working at 
the Mary Fran desk seven years ago; the 
rules sure were different then. All the 
residents had to sign in and out of the dorm 
and Mrs. Golinveax had to see that each girl 
was in her room before she could leave for 
home. Also, all phone calls were received at 
the desk as no one had their own phone. The 
relatively new visitation and dorm keys are 
great, she believes, as they give students an 
adult sense of responsibility and the present 
system is a building block to morals. 

Attending Clarke from 1945 to 1947 when 
“most girls majored in Home Economics 
taught by Sister St. Claire,” she described 
Clarke as being “highly structured, like 
today’s strict high schools.’’ She remembers 
the required History of Western Civ. course 
(gasp) and happily tells of the seniors who 
came into each room at 10 p.m. to lead 
prayers which quite often turned into talk and 
prank sessions afterward. 

One of the favorite times of the year was the

Jeanne left Clarke in 1947 when she married 
her husband, a Loras graduate. Three 
daughters have graduated from — Clarke; 
Leanne is now an accountant and Linda is a 
second grade teacher in Dubuque. After their 
third daughter graduated, Jeanne decided to 
be the next, so she takes a course each 
semester under the program for continuing 
education for women. This semester she 
studies peer counseling.

‘Gaslight’ proclaimed a

The choice of Agustin Daly’s ‘‘Under the 
Gaslight” as the first dramatic production of 
Clarke’s Bicentennial year was especially 
appropriate since, in a sense, this melodrama 
represented a theatrical declaration of in- 
dependence from the English theater. 
Produced during the ‘‘Gilded Age”’ in the New 
York Theater, Daly’s was one of the first truly 
American melodramas. Prior to the mid-19th 
century American theater was little more 
than a “colonial appendage” to the Mother 
Country. European plays and players were 
imported or European plays were adapted to 
American settings. The first American 
melodrama to win world fame was “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin.” Despite the opposition of 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, who looked askance 
at the theater, the book was adapted for the 
Stage shortly after its publication in 1852, 
There were many versions, but the one by 
George Aiken was finally accepted as 
definitive with its 6 acts, 30 scenes and 8 
tableaus. Millions stormed to see it to cheer 
Eliza in her escape across the ice pursued by 
blood hounds, to hiss at Simon LeGree, to 
empathize with Uncle Tom, to weep at the 
death of little Eva. 


Agustin Daly’s ‘‘Under the Gaslight” or 
Life and Love in These Times, has all the 
characteristics of true melodrama. Laura, 
the virtuous and noble heroine, whose true 
identity is not revealed until the very end of 
the play, is pursued by the villain Byke and 
his wife Old Judas who claim her as their 
child. Rejected by society, her fiance Ray 
and her cousin Pearl, Laura finds refuge in a 
basement room. Peachblossom, another 
victim of Byke and Old Judas, befriends her.
